No. 394MS(5)/58.— In their report submitted to Govern- 
ment in May, 1949, the Sailing Vessels Committee had recom- 
mended inter alia that suitable Advisory Committees should 
be set up to assist the Directorate General of Shipping in 
dealing with the problems connected with the development 
of the sailing vessels industry in India. In their Resolution 
No. 15-MS (1)/51, dated the 24lh January 1952, the Govern- 
ment of India had accepted this recommendation but the 
implementation ihercof was postponed pending the enactment 
of legislation lo assist and regulate the development of the 
sailing vessels industry. As the proposed legislation has now 
taken shape and lias been embodied in the Merchant Ship- 
ping Bill, J958 which lias already been introduced in Parlia- 
ment, the Government of India feel that tire time has now 
come for the establishment of the proposed advisory com- 
mittees.
